Field of External Relations. 


In actual atthority the con- 
gresses of the confederation were 
principally limited to the fields of 
external relations and the national 
defense. The fatal defect was, of 
course, the lack of power to raise 
, revenue for the maintenance of the 
| system, and our ancestors may be 
, called at the least optimistic if 
| they believed that thirteen sover- 
} eign republics would promptly pay 
over to the confederation even the 
small sums which were assessed 
against them for the annual main- 
tenance of the Congress and its 
- functions. 

Furthermore, the effect of the 
existing methods of transportation 
and communication retarded . the 
development of a truly national 
government far more greatly than 
we realize today, and that was true 
.throughout the first half century 
of our Union. You have heard 
the phrase, the “horse and buggy 
age.’”’ We use it not in derogation 
of the men who had to spend weeks 
‘on the rough highways before they 
could establish a quorum of the 
Congress, not in implication of in- 
feriority. om the part of those who 

perforce.could not visit their neigh- 
bors in other States and visualize 
at first hand the problems of the 
whole of an infant nation. 


of permanence. 

I believe that it has been held by 
the Supreme Court that the auth- 
ority of the Articles of Confedera- 
tion ended on March 3, 1789. There- 
fore the Constitution went into ef- 
fect next day. 

That Constitution was based on 
the theory of representative Gov- 
ernment, two of the three branches 
of its,Government being chosen by 
the people, directly in the case of 
the House of Representatives, by 
elected Legislatures in the case of 
Senators, and by elected electors in 
the case of the President and the 
Vice-President. It is true that in 
many States the franchise was 
greatly limited, yet the cardinal 
principle of free choice by the body 
politic prevailed. I emphasize the 
words ‘‘free choice’ because until 
a very few years ago this funda- 
mental or perhaps I should call it 
this ideology of democracy, was in 
the ascendant throughout the world, 
and nation after nation was broad-* 
ening its practice’ of what the 
American Constitution had estab- 
lished here so firmly and so well, 


The Safety of the System. 


The safety of the system of rep- 
resentative democracy is in the last 
analysis based on two essentials; 
first, that at frequent periods the 
voters must choose a new Congress 
and a new President; 
that this choice must be made free- 
ly, that is to say without any undue 
force against or influence over the 
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our early paths, and we use it 
perhaps to remind our citizens of 
today that the automobile, the rail- 
road, the airplane, the electrical 
‘impulse over the wire and through 


the ether leave to no citizen an | 


excuse for sectionalism, for delay 
in the execution of the public busi- 
ness or for a failure to maintain a 
full understanding of the accelera- 
tion of the processes of civilization. 

Thus the crisis which faced the 
new nation through its lack of na- 
tional powers was recognized as 
early as 1783, but the very slowness 
of contacts prevented a sufficient 
general perception of the danger 
until 1787, when the Congress of 
the Confederation issued a call for 
the holding of a constitutional con- 
vention in May. 


We are familiar with the immor- | 


tal document which issued from 
that convention; of the ratifica- 
tion of it by sufficient States to 
give it effect; of the action of the 
Confederation Congress, which 
terminated its own existence in 
calling on the first Federal Con- 
gress to assemble on March 4, 1789. 
We know of the month's delay 
before a quorum could be attained; 
of the counting of the ballots 
unanimously cast for Gen. Wash- 
ington; of his notification; of his 
triumphal journey from Mount 
Vernon to New York; and of his 
inauguration as first President on 
April 30.

A characteristic feature of the 
new imperialist war is that it has 
not yet became a universal world 
war.

of the nonaggressor States, pri- 
marily England, France and the 
United States while the latter are 
retreating, making concession 


sors. 

Thus an open redivision of the 
world and of spheres of influ- 
ence is taking place before our 
eyes at the expense of the inter- 
ests of nonaggressor States with- 
out the least attempt at resist- 
ance and even with a certain 
amount of connivance by the lat- 
ter. Incredible, but it is a fact. 

How is. this one-sided and 
strange character of the new im- 
perialist war to be explained?

Or take Germany, for instance.

Austria’s independence, they ced- 
ed the Sudeten region, they left 
Czecho-Slovakia to her own fate, 
thereby violating all and every 
obligation and then began to lie 
vociferously in the press about 
the “‘weakness of the Russian 
Army,” about “demoralization of 
the Russian air force,’’ about 
“riots’’ in the Soviet Union, urg- 
ing the Germans on to marth 
further East, promising them 
easy pickings and prompting 
them: “‘You start a war agairist 
the Bolsheviks and then every- 
thing will proceed nicely.’”’

“Neither Poland nor Rumania ap- 

iplied for help to the Soviet govern- 
ment nor informed the latter of any 
anger threatening them,” the com- 
wmunique said.

Denies Italians Suffer 

Will it be maintained that these 
demands were presented to us by 
press articles or by street clamor?

I said, and I, maintain, 
that we will not cede a foot of our 
land nor one of our rights. 

Faithful to the accords she 
signed in 1935, France is ready to 
pursue their complete and loyal 
execution. In the spirit and equiva- 
lence of these accords, on the bases 
that I have defined and that I 
have just recalled, she would not 
refuse to examine propositions that 
may be made to her. 5 

Since I speak of French-Italian 
relations [ wish also to clear up 
legends that have arisen on the 
status of the 94,000 Italians who 
| live in Tunisia with 108,000 
| Frenchmen and nearly 2,500,000 
Moslems. It is pretended the 
Ttalians are maltreated or even 








persecuted. These are fables. On 





the contrary, they benefit in all 
domains by a régime most liberal 
for them as well as for their 
children, Foreigners of all nation- 
alities who live in Tunisia, have 
often given proof of this. 

I myself, since I was in“North 
Africa at the start of January, 
can give here personal testimony 
of this. I wish also, since I spéak 
of Tunisia, to address my cordial 
greetings to the noble Mosiem 
pé@pulations which keep. their 
secular beliefs and all the virtues 
of their civilization within the

But as I said to the Senate, the 
conquest of Czecho-Slovakia and 
the occupation of Prague by the 
German .Army gave the heaviest 
blow to these patient efforts. 

For years, to justify certain 
acts, we have heard of the right 
of peoples to self-determination.

As I told you a few moments 
ago, how could Europe not be in 
alarm? There is not in fact a 
single man who does not know in 
the present hour that war would 
be a catastrophe for all nations.

In 
the name of my country, I invite
